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Study Calls Apathy, 
Substance Abuse 
| Town's Problems

roblem in the town of Andover, witl 
residential apathy and poor parental 
guidance two contributing factors 

‘There is a perceived moral vacu- 
um in Andover’’ said Jim Byrne of 
Advocates for Human Potential, who 
recently completed a study of ‘‘Sub- 
stance Abuse and Other Social Is- 
sues”’ in town. 

Byrne, along with representatives 
of the Department of Community 
Services and the Andover public 
schools, presented the study for re- 
view by the Board of Selectmen Mon- 
day night. 

For the report, Byrne and his col- 
leagues interviewed 30 local resi- 
dents and business people, whom he 
said were “‘selected to help us gain a 
cross-section of the community.’’ 
The study found ‘‘there is concern 
about how well parents raise their 
kids,’’ Byrne remarked, and whether 
Andover parents are too permissive 

The consultant stated “no other 
single issue’ approaches drug abuse 
as a community concern, but the 
community “is not motivated’ to 
combat the problem. One reason for 
this, Byrne continued, is that a 
“sense of community”’ does not exist 
in Andover. 

‘Folks in Andover don’t feel like 
part of a community,’’said Byrne. 
“There’s not a lot of commitment 
here. Many residents mentioned how 
it’s a struggle just to get a quorum at 
town meeting.”’ 

Andover’s high socio-economic 
status results in an emphasis on 
materialism that ‘‘has more of an 
impact here than in other commu- 
nities.’ While some substance abuse 
counseling programs exist in the 
schools and in the community, Byrne 
commented ‘there is a lot yet to be 
done.”’ 

Gerald Silverman, selectman 
chairman, believed ‘“‘parent involve- 
ment does seem to be missing”’ jn 
combatting drugs. ‘‘There seems to 
be an attitude the parents have about 
their kids that ‘as long as you're not 
bothering me and not getting in trou- 
ble, it’s okay.’”

epeated erences to ‘“‘apat 
in the report With nothing serious 
happening to anyone, nothing is done 
about it, until, God forbid, something 
does happen. Then, everyone goes 
through a cycle where they take ac- 
tion.”’ 

The selectman likened the situa- 
tion to the issue of drunk driving. 
‘‘Not much gets said until a kid gets 
killed.”’ he said. “Then the issue 
comes back.”’ 

Parents alsc tend to take less ac 
tive interest in their children’s activ 
ties once they reach high sch 
Silverman noted. ‘‘For lo to 18-year 
olds, the need for parental involve 
ment is highest, but that’s when it 
isn’t there. If you go to PTO meet- 
ings at the elementary level, the 
place is always packed, but it slacks 
off as the kids get older.”’ 

Selectman Charles Wesson termed 
substance abuse ‘‘the biggest issue 
I’ve come in contact with’’ since 
serving as a town official. ‘‘I’d like to 
see us start to do something on this,”’ 
he added, ‘‘it’s one of the most im- 
portant things we as parents can 
do.”’

The mobile MRI unit is housed in a trailer that 
can be moved from hospital to hospital and set 
up adjacent to each facility. The MRI utilizes a 
powerful magnettic field, radio wave pulses and 
computer analysis to produce high contrast, 
high resolution images of the body’s organs and 
tissues. Unlike many other diagnostic technolo- 
gies, MRI is non-invasive, does not use radiation 
or injected allergenic dyes and poses no known 
health hazard for the paitent. 

Alan Pratt, M.D., LGH director of radiology, 
says the MRI unit is an important new addition 
to hospital services. ‘‘The beauty of the MRI is 
that it can ‘see’ around bones and can give us 
finely detailed views of soft tissue throughout 
the body. Because the energy source is magne- 
tic, it can be used repeatedly, not only for first 
diagnosis, but also for monitoring progress.” 

The MVHS is currently the only MRI service 
in the Merrimack Valley approved by the state 
of Massachusetts. Patients may be refereed for 
MRI examinations by their physicians.

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Symposium At Historical Society

The Andover Historical Society will present an 
all-day symposium, ‘‘Material Culture and So- 
ciety in New England Villages, 1800-1850,’’ on 
Tuesday, Nov. 17, from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. at the 
Amos Blanchard House, the society’s Main 
Street headquarters. 

The event is the first in a series of three sym- 
posia. Each will focus on different aspects of the 
many changes which took place in New England 
life during the period after the revolution and 
before the civil war.

Rotary is in partnership with UNICEF and the 
World Health Organization and supports WHO’s 
goal of conquering six dreaded childhood dis- 
eases that can be prevented by vaccination: po- 
lio, measles, tuberculosis, diptheria, pertussis 
(whooping cough) and tetanus. 

While polio has been virtually eliminated in 
industrialized countries, it remains a serious 
health threat in the developing nations, Capero- 
nis said. It is a special danger to children under 


three years old. 

By November 1, the Rotary Foundation of Ro- 
tary International had made grants totalling 
$60,000,000 for polio immunization projects in 54 
countries. When these are completed (most pro- 
jects last five years), a total of 252,015,000 chil- 
dren will have bee protected from polio. That 
will be only a little more than half of the 500 
million children the PolioPlus program is tar- 
geted to reach, so there is still much to be done, 
Grubbs said. Its ultimate goal is eradication of 
polio worldwide. 

Joseph A. Torrisi has been a member of the 
Greater Lawrence Rotary Club for nearly 50 
years and has served on yarious committees, as 
club president and, in 1958, as area district gov- 
ernor. 

He has been director of the Greater Lawrence 
United Fund and the Atlantic Cooperative Bank, 
trustee of the Broadway Savings Bank and past 
president of the Greater Lawrence Chamber of 
Commerce and the Bon Secours Guild. 

His honors include being inducted in the boys’ 
Club Hall of Fame in 1982 and named a Knight of 
Malta by Pope Paul VI, the highest honor the 
pope can confer on a Catholic layman.

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Overseas Christmas Gifts 


Should Be Mailed Soon 


Christmas may seem like a long way off, but now’s the time to plan for holiday 
mailings overseas, especially if you have relatives in the armed services stationed in 
foreign gounries. 

November is the month when most parcels shipped via Parcel Airlift Mail (PAL) 
should ne sent. PAL packages are airlifted domestically to a gateway facility, then 
airlifted on a space available basis from the gateway to the APO (Army or Air Force 
Post Office). 

Packages up to 30 pounds and 60 inches in combined length and girth may be sent 
by PAL. Mailers pay the regular third- or fourth-class parcel post rate, based on 
weight, to the U.S. exit port or from the port of entry plus a fee for air service. The air 
service fee is 30 cents for parcels weighing two pounds or less; 60 cents for up to three 
pounds; 90 cents for up to four pounds and $1.20 for up to 30 pounds. 

Another option for military parcels mailed in November is Space Available Main 


AMC Walk 


(SAM). Items shipped by SAM are transported by land in the continental United 
States and then flown overseas on a space available bais. Packages weighing 15 
pounds or less and not exceeding 60 inches in combined length and girth may be sent 
by SAM for regular parcel post rates to the United States exit port. 

For later mailing of holiday messages and parcels to military bases overseas, the 
Postal Service now offers Express Mail Military Service to more than 200 APO/FPO 
military addresses. The same rates as domestic Express Mail Service apply for this 
two-day service—$10.75 for up to two pounds and $12.85 for more than two pounds and 
up to five pounds. The weight limit is 70 pounds. This new service is available at post 
offices in the Greater Boston area. 

Post offices have a complete list of suggested mailing rates, date information and 
mailing options that customers can consult to ensure their parcels and cards arrive in 
time for Christmas.

All these places make pack- 
aging from our paper and then, of course, send 
sneakers, computers, clothes and artifacts back 
to us, so packaged. 

To follow Andover’s paper from its source by 
your driveway could be that exotic or could be a 
journey only around Massachusetts. To begin: 
our contractor, Graham-Bernnier, picks up the 
paper and takes it either to Salem to North 
Shore Recycled Fibers or to a Malden branch of 
that company. North Shore recycled fibers also 
has branches in Haverhill, Haverhill Paper 
Board; Lawrence, Atlantic Coast Paper Board; 
and Natick, Natick Paper Board. 

All these companies make paper board, a ge- 
neric term that-includes cardboard and the 
material used to make packaging of many

Byrne suggested “there needs to 
be something in the community to 
respond to kids outside of the 
school.’’ In addition, parents must be 


motivated to action on the issue, 
which he remarked ‘‘will take more 
than just throwing money at the 
problem.” 


Alcohol is the most-abused drug, 
Byrne said, and adults who abuse al- 
cohol and smoke marijuana or tobac- 
co set poor examples for their 
children. Parental substance abuse 
is ‘‘a whole other issue that we must 
address,’ he commented. 


Kenneth Seifert, superintendent of 
schools, gave an impassioned speech 
concerning the lack of support and 
concern for others among the people 
of Andover. “There seems to be an 
attitude around here that if you have 
a problem, and if you don’t pull your- 
self up by the bootstraps with the 
help of your family and a few close 
friends, you’re in trouble.’ 


The entire field of Human Services 
needs to be drastically improved, 
Seifert stated. ‘‘We need to elevate 
this discussion to evaluate the hu- 
man experience in Andover,”’ he 
said. ‘‘We don’t need more school 


counselors, we need family counsel- 
ing, and that’s just the tip of the ice- 
berg.”’

here,” Seifert continued. ‘‘We have 
many senior citizens who live alone 
and are literally counting the days 
uatil they die. But it seems,’’ he re- 
marked, ‘“‘when it comes to human 
services, you suffer in silence. Hu- 
man services are sadly lacking in 
the Town of Andover.”’ 


One reason for the lack of commu- 
nity, Seifert said, is ‘‘a sense of im- 
permanence” among children who 
realize they will not spend their en- 
tire lives in town. 


‘Kids know they will go off to col- 
lege and not come back, because 
they can’t afford to settle here,’’ Sei- 
fert commented. ‘They know it’s 
just a temporary thing, so they don’t 
invest in the community that way.” 


This, the superintendent con- 
cluded, ‘“‘begs the question of where 
are the roots here? And what does 
that mean for the future of the 


town 


Debbie Moggio, 3 Hidden Road, 
denied parents were apathetic about 
substance abuse.’‘They’re not apa- 
thetic, they’re afraid,’’ she said, add- 
ing “people in this town don’t like 
embarrassment, so nobody talks 
about it.”” 


There should be ‘‘a peer group for 
parents,’ Moggio suggested, to let 
parents know ‘‘they’re not alone in 
this.’’ 

Silverman agreed, saying poor 
turnout at events such as Students

AHPC Reconsiders Abbot’s Pond Proposal 


By Lewis C, Howe 


The Board of Selectmen Monday night 
focused on the town’s affordable housing 
crunch. 

Carl Byers, chairman of the Andover 
Housing Partnership Committee 
(AHPC), presented the selectmen with 
recommendations from the AHPC on 
four comprehensive permit housing pro- 
posals. Byers said the committee was 
“reconsidering” its negative vote con- 
cerning the Abbot's Pond proposal in 
light of new information received about 
the purchase price of the land on Argilla 
Road. The AHPC recommended funding 
also be denied from the state for the 
Northwoods, Riverview Commons and 
Dundee Place comprehensive permits. 

Selectman Chairman Gerald Silver- 
man told Byers ‘“‘we’re not voting on any- 
thing tonight,”’ and added “‘if-you can get 
a different recommendation to us before 
our vote (on November 23), we will con- 
sider that.” 

The AHPC will reconsider Abbot's 
Pond at their Nov, 18 meeting.‘‘We will 
listen to more commentary” said Byers 
‘‘and reevaluate the numbers.”’ 

Byers told the selectmen he was ‘‘dis- 


the AHPC’s recommendation to fund the 
Brookside Estates proposal on the condi- 
tion that the development not exceed 150 
units. ‘The selectmen seemed to have 
dealt with our opinion in a cavalier fash- 
ion,” remarked Byers. 

Silverman responded the selectmen 
‘had been divided’’ in their decision not 
to pass the AHPC’s recommendation on 
to the state, ‘but the feeling was we 
hoped the ZBA (Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals) would conclude their negotiations 
with the developer before our vote.” 

The ZBA is negotiating with Winn De- 
velopment, developer of Brookside, over 
the number of units for the project. The 
board of appeals favors 134 units, while 
Winn has plans to construct 190 mixed- 
income condominiums. Selectmen 
feared the AHPC’s recommendation 
would undercut the ZBA’s negotiating 
stance. 

Last week, Silverman sent a letter to 
the e Executive Office of Communities 
and Development (EOCD) reaffirming 
that ‘‘the Town of Andover still has not 
given approval to any Comprehensive 
Permit. They are still under negotia- 
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Silverman said he sent the letter ‘“‘to 
clarify where things stand.” The select- 
men, he explained, “kept hearing 
things” from the state “that led us to 
believe they were going to fund one of 
these projects. We wanted them to know 
that we haven't approved anything,” 

Poor communication at the state level 
necessitated the letier, Silverman com- 
mented. “Sometimes the state doesn't 
seem to pay much attention to cities and 
towns” he said, The selectman added he 
understood the funding process for all 
Andover comprehensive permits ‘has 
been delayed for one month’’ untii De- 
cember 10. 

Stephen Colyer, town physical planner, 
explained the state housing finance agen- 
cy (MHFA) reviews a number of propo- 
sals every month, and the selectmen’s 
letter advises the state to postpone all 
cases in Andover until the town submits 
a definitive opinion on each proposal 

‘The funding process is different from 
the actual comprehensive permit appli- 
cation’’ Colyer noted. ‘The permits 
themselves have already been approved 
by the zoning board,”

Town Questions ‘In-law’ Apartment

The town’s zoning bylaws define an “‘in-law’’ apartment 
as ‘‘a room or rooms” permitted as part of a single-family 
dwelling to allow for the care of a sick relative. After the 
relative either recovers or passes on, the house must revert 
to its original use, and the spare rooms may not be rented 

The Zoning Board of Appeals has had to interpret the 
statute twice in the past two months, usually to the chagrin 
of residents, In October, the ZBA denied John O’Brien’s 
petition to change his in-law apartment into a rental unit, 
and O’Brien subsequently put his house up for sale 


Last week, the ZBA heard the case of David and Nancy 
Parker, of Derry, N.H., who are seeking to convert part of a 
home at 102 Greenwood Road for a unit designed to care for 
Nancy’s arthritic mother. If his wife’s mother cannot be 
accommodated, David Parker said the couple will not be 
able to buy the house and fulfill their dream of living in 
Andover 


‘I grew up here,’’ Parker told the board, ‘‘and J want to 
move back.’ Parker’s mother still lives in Andover, and 
Nancy Parker pointed out the close proximity ‘‘would be 
good for both’’ mothers-in-law 


The Parkers’ proposal requires no construction, Nancy 
said. The couple would reside in the downstairs portion of 
the house, with the in-law apartment consisting of a kitch- 
en, dining room, bath and three upstairs bedrooms. Mrs 
Parker explained her mother currently lives in a large old 
house in Reading ‘‘and she’s used to having a lot of room.”’ 


ZBA members, however, were less than receptive to the 
classification of the upstairs of the house as ‘“‘an in-law 
apartment.’’ Wes Whitney, beard chairman, stated ‘‘the 
purpose of an in-law apartment is to have a small apart- 
ment to care for in-laws, not a huge three-bedroom area.” 
The Parkers, he continued, “‘are really creating a substan- 
tial apartment.”’ 

ZBA member Jané Griswold termed. the proposal ‘‘awk- 


ward” because of the extraordinary size of the in-law unit 
‘We're very concerned about what precedent we set,"’ Gris- 
wold explained, ‘‘We have to ask, what was the town’s in- 
tent when it passed the bylaw?’ 

Whitney agreed, saying ‘‘we're talking about an in-law 
apartment, not a full-scale house.’’ In the past, he com 
mented, ‘‘what we have dealt with is nothing of the magni 
tude of this proposal.’ 


‘In my opinion,’’ Whitney said, ‘this is not what was 
envisioned by the town when it passed the in-law apartment 
bylaw.”’ 

Don Drinkwater, current owner of 102 Greenwood Road 
said he was unclear as to why the board ‘‘was refusing 
this.’’

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Shocking Apathy 


A report presented Monday night by Jim Byrne of 
Advocates for Human Potential, has pointed out a 
rather shocking problem for Andover residents. 

His study on substance abuse and other social issues 
presented to the selectmen Monday night pointed to 
the fact that substance abuse in Andover is a continu- 
ing problem with the contributing factors being resi- 
dential apathy and poor parental guidance. 

The study was done with a number of local resi- 
dents, business people, educators and police partici- 
pating. 

While the report is considered shocking in some re- 
spects, it would seem more appropriate to term the 
findings an airing publicly of something which has 
probably been known for some time but not talked 
about. 

During the process of discussion Monday night it 
was pointed out that the problem of drunk driving, for 
instance, only becomes an issue when a young person 
is fatally injured in an alcohol-related accident. The 
issue is quickly forgottcn once the initial shock is over 

This is evident in the slim attendance at Students 
Against Drunk Driving meetings at the high school 
level, according to Monday night’s discusion. 

Byrne advised there is a need to do something out- 
side the schools in order to combat the problem. 
‘Something other than throwing money at the prob- 
lem,’ to nmake it go away, he said. 

The consultant seems to be on target in his study 
and findings. 

How often have problems, such as vandalism in the 
schools, been met with a boys will be boys attitude on 
the part of parents pleading for mercy for their young- 
sters as punishment is doled out by police and educa- 


tional administrators. 

Too often the schools have been called upon as the 
cureall for social problems, and even combatting sub- 
stance abuse problems, when such remedial action 
rightfully belongs in the home. 

Supt. of Schools Kenneth R. Seifert remarked that 
there is not a need for more school counselors, but 
rather family counselors. 

Seifert also commented on the fact that the elderly 
and needy in the community are being neglected by an 
affluent community which really doesn’t care about 
such matters. 

The superintendent said that the town bird should be 
the ostrich as far as facing problems is concerned. 

‘The entire field of human service needs to be eval- 
uated in Andover,’ Seifert advised, noting, ‘We need to 
elevate this discussion to evaluate the human experi- 
ence in Andover.’ 

While all of this discusion and review of a fine report 
was enlightning amd may have been something ad- 
ministrators were not thrilled to hear Monday night, 
the question now remains as to what action will be 
taken to improve the quality of life in Andover. 

The effort will prove worthless if the action ends 
with Monday’s discussion. 

Rather it is to be hoped that the town will, through 
the leadership of its officials, lend credence to the find- 
ings by putting forth some type of effort to turn things 
around. 

And, primarily, for families to recognize that these 
problems exist and to take corrective action on their 
own to reinstitute the family unit as being the most 
vital force in combating the problems mentioned dur- 
ing Monday night’s discussion.

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Selectman Proposes Office 


Hours For Accessibility 


By Lewis C. Howe 


The Board of Selectmen may be holding office 
hours in town if a proposal by Selectman Gail 
Ralston is adopted by the board. 

At a work session Monday night, Ralston dis- 
cussed the issues of ‘accessibility’ between 
town officials and the surrounding community, 
and suggested holding office hours as one means 
of gaining input from more of their constituents. 

‘‘We usually don’t have regular phone contact 
with the public unless there are ‘hot issues,” 
Ralston commented. ‘‘Usually, we see the same 
people turning up at meetings.” 

This results, she noted, in “having regular 
contacts with a small amount of people in town, 
but not really reaching a mass audience.” 
Ralston proposed having at least one board 
member hold office hours at a centralized loca- 
tion—such the the Memorial Hall Library—once 
a month on a Saturday. State representatives 
and U. S. Congressmen habitually hold office 
hours, she pointed out, and it makes sense to do 
so at a local level as well. 

Selectman Charles Wesson acknowledge 
‘‘we’ve done it before, and it hasn’t worked, but 
that doesn’t mean we shouldn’t do it again.’

ing Charles Ying, said he too was “un- 
comfortable looking for a permit for 
something already done.’’

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Understanding Petit Chablis 


By Terry Robards 


The menu, extracted from a 
heap of memorabilia, was from 
the Savoy Hotel in London, with its 
crest centered in red at the top. It 
offered several choices, including 
a lobster mousse and lamb chops, 
plus two recommendations for 
wine. Intended to accompany the 
lamb chops was a Chateau Mouton 
Baron Philippe 1967, a Bordeaux of 
good character. But the first was 
more interesting: a Petit Chablis 
1970, intended to complement the 
lobster mousse. 

It turned out to be a luscious 
wine, fruity yet dry, with the char- 
acteristic earthiness of the Chablis 
area, a flavor that is readily iden- 
tifiable and that bears no similari- 
ty to the wines made in other 
countries that borrow the chablis 
name. 

Not since that day have I en- 
countered a Petit Chablis on any 
restaurant’s wine list, nor have I 
seen one in a store in a number of 
years. Has Petit Chablis disap- 
peared as a French appelation? Do 
consumers no longer have the op- 
tion to order the least expensive 
genuine Chablis from France? 

The questions intrigued me, for 
my acquaintance with the wines of 
Chablis, the northermost outpost 
of the French Burgundy district, 
had begun with Petit Chablis, 
mainly because it was the least 
costly of the genuine Chablis.

Moreover, it was usually good va- 


lue for it displayed the steely or 
flinty dryness typical of Chablis 
even if it lacked the depth and 
richness of others of the name. 


To understand what Petit Chab- 
lis is requires a comprehension of 
the hierarchy of the Chablis dis- 
trict. The greatest are the so- 
called grands crus, or great 
growths, the wines from individual 
vineyards whose names appear on 
labels, for example, Les Clos or 
Grenouilles. 

Then there are the premiers 
crus, or first growths, also with 
named vineyards such as Montee 
de Tonnerre or Vaillon. Then there 


is the general category called, 
simply, Chablis, very good wine 
but not quite as full of character as 
the grands or premiers crus. 

At the lower end of the hierarchy 
is Petit Chablis, so named no doubt 
because the least favorably situ- 
ated vineyards produce it. Never- 
theless, it was genuine Chablis and 
a favorite of budget-conscious con- 
sumers because it always cost a 
dollar or two a bottle less than reg- 
ular Chablis. 

Abdallah H. Simon, president of 
the chateau and estate wines divi- 
sion of Seagram, explained that 
“the availability has been reduced 
because there has been resistance 
to the appelation.”’

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Restaurant Industry Is_ Rich In History 


The history of public eating services is probably as ancient as 
the Old Testament, which frequently refers to inns. 

“Restaurant” has its origin in the latin root word, “‘restau- 
rare” which means ‘‘to restore.” In the 16th century, this Latin 
root word was applied to a spicy broth and called a “‘restorative 
beverage.’’ Later it was applied to other “restorative” foods, 
especially gravy, soups, bouillions, and similar preparations. 

The honor for creating the first ‘‘businessmen’s lunch” appar- 
ently belongs tu a chap named Segius Locates, a Roman inkeeper 
in 50 B.C. He devised the feature for ship brokers who were too 
busy to go home. 

Some authorities claim that the ‘‘medieval” history of the res- 
taurant industry began during the French Revolution in 1789, 
when hiding aristocrats were fed in secret by their servants. 
These rendezvous became known to other aristocrats who were 
willing to pay a small charge for well-cooked meals. 

In ancient times, there were places for public eating roughly 
similar to our restaurants. When people began making their 
homes in one place and occasionally traveling away from home, 
distinguishing them from nomads who had no real homes, they 
needed a place to eat and sleep enroute. Thus early restaurants 
were usually in conjunction with sleeping accommodations. 

Inns, hotels and monasteries of Europe served this function up 
to the 17th century. Chaucer’s Canterbury pilgrims used to gath- 
er prior to their journeys to the shrine of St. Thomas A. Becket to 
dine and revel. They also held inners there after they returned, at 
which time the best teller of stories during the pilgrimage was 
rewarded with a free meal and feted. This was the idea of the inn 
host, Barry Baileu, who went along on the trip to judge the best 
tales. 

In England, commoners had patronized eating places called 
‘“ordinary”’ as far back as 1577. These were taverns which served 
only at specified mealtimes, usually between one and four 
o’clock. 

A noted ordinary frequented by literary figures in the 17th cen- 
tury was the Castle Ordinary. It burned down in 1666 and was 
rebuilt as Dolly’s Chop House. The latter gained reknown when 
“Dolly” introduced pretty serving aides instead of waiters. Dol- 
ly’s Chop House was famed for choice of beefsteaks and ales, 
Fielding, Defoe, Swift, Dryden, Pope, Gainsborough and Handel 
were steady customers of this Chop House.

Your favorite restaurant with its luxurious decor, a solicitous 
maitre’d, a chef famous for pound-producing sauces and conge- 
nial dinner companions need not crumble the determination of 
the most dedicated dieter, according to Elaine Robin, director of 
a weight-watching group in Eastern Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island. 

‘Special events,’’ Robin noted, ‘‘provide a good opportunity to 
demonstrate that even the weight-conscious diner can enjoy eat- 
ing out, provided he or she fellows certain guidelines to avoid 
eating traps.” 

Some of her “‘dining out” guidelines are as follows: 

1. Choose steak houses or seafood restaurants whenever possi- 
ble. 

If you go to another kind of restaurant you can always order 
meat, poultry, or fish broiled and ask that your vegetables be 
prepared without butter. 

2. Don’t pore over the menu. 

If you are on a weight reduction program, you know what you 
can have. 

Ask for it. 

Be cordial to the maitre’d and send your compliments to the 
chef for helping you stay on your diet. 

3. Order a salad or coffee immediately. 

Move the basket of rolls to the other side of the table. 

If you have something to eat that meets your diet require- 
ments, and if you are not confronted with the temptation to nib- 
ble, you will find it much easier to follow your food program. 

4. Be the first one in your party to order. 

This avoids the ‘‘me, too” syndrome and keeps you away from 
a major trap.
